years: 


BRINN FOR SUPERVISOR. 


The great register has been print- 


ed, and copies have been circulated 
over the county. It1s alleged that 
persons 
appear 
in some precincts 


concerned in the supervisor contests 
who have 
no right to vote in the 
place where registered. 
This gives 


credence 
that even colonizatiou 
is 
within the scope ofpoliticalmanuver- 
ing to carry out the views of party 
schemers. 
It awakens 
comment 


when a party or parties 
who have 


resided and registered and voted in 
a particular precinct 
for 
several 
elections past, and whose status 
of 


residence 
has not changed 
in the 
least, 
are transferred 
to another 
precinct this year to rceet political 
exigencies. 
It behoves 
every ad- 


vocate of the purity of the ballot to 
watch for such persons 
on election 
day. 
Anyattempt to vote wrong- 
fully, and 
from corrupt 
motives, 


should not only be met with a chal- 
lenge, but also the arrest 
of 
the 
guilty party for violation of 
the 
election law. 
These would-be fraud- 


ulent voters are spotted, 
and their 
appearance at the voting place for 
business 
is liable to get them into 
trouble.

Holtz was thought to be worth con- 


siderable 
property—enough 
to 
keep 
himcomfortable in his declining 
days. 
This, 
however, Js npt borne qqt by 


facts so far as known. 
Deceased 
was a 
pioneer of Amador county. 
For the 
past few years he has moved between 
Jackson, 
S.an Francisco 
and 
other 
points, just as his fancy dictated, with- 
out any permanent 
home or occupa- 
tion. This mode of lifemay have ex- 
hausted his funds. Itis reported that 
friends who have 
seen 
him 
recently 


noticed that he acted queerly, indicat- 
ing mental aberration. 
He leaves no 
relatives in Amador county. 


The body of the German 
was identi- 


fied by John Tampcke and wife of San 
Francisco, with whom he at one time 
lived, as that of Jobn Holtz, a former 
resident of Jackson. 
John Holtzcalled 
on John Tampcke Oct. 22, and 
re- 
quested 
him to take charge 
of 
his 
trunk, 
which was at the 
Humboldt 
House, and to use anything in it he 
wished. 
He was acting 
strangely 
at 


the time, but the next night he took 
dinner withJohn Tampcke and family. 
He was broke and asked Mr. Tampcke 
toloan him $2. He gave him $5, and 
wouldhave given him moreifrequested. 


On Oct. 25th, in the afternoon, 
John 
Holtzcalled on me at the laboratory on 
Stockton street. I 
instantly noticed a 
queer, look in his eyes. 
After a few 


minutes 
conversation 
Holtz 
asked 


about the effect of carbolic acid as a 
poison. 
When asked why he wanted 
to know, said he had read pf a man 
whohad committed suicide 
by taking 
it,at the same time showing 
the clip- 


ping whichafterward led to his identi- 
fication. 
The clipping was read 
and 
returned to Holtz, who put It in his 
pocket. 
Holtz spoke of other poisons, 


but the replies he got no doubt caused 
him to use the means be did instead of 
the one contemplated 
to end his exist- 
ence. I 
remarked to some of my men 
that Holtz would commit suicide, 
and 


we watched the papers with the result 
stated. 
The act was undoubtedly 
pre- 
meditated, and the cause, lack of funds, 
is the opinion of his local friends 
who 


were interviewed. Inotified Chief of 
Police Wittman of my suspicions 
when 
the body was found. 
Chief Wittman, 


having known John Holtz, interested 
himself in the case, withthe result that 
proper identification was made, and the 
friends of John Holtz know his end. 


The deputy coroner ofMarin county 


came to the city and opened the trunk 
belonging to Holtz, but found nothing 
initof sufficient value to take away. 


The 
following communication from 
G. A. Waltenspiel, druggist on Stock- 
ton street, 
formerly of Jackson, 
who 


was wellacquainted 
with Holtz, clears 
up the mystery. 
The letter was ac- 
companied by the above clipping from 
the Chronicle: 


The bodies of two men were found 
floatingin the bay yesterday 
between 
Fort McDowell and the fog bell, and 
were taken charge of by Coroner 
Saw- 
yer ofSan Rafael. 
One of them, 
ap- 


parently a German 
about 
60 years of 
age, had been inthe water about two 
days. In his pockets were found a pipe, 
knife and tobacco, and a clipping from 
a local paper 
recording 
the death of 
Bernard Hoffman, who committed sui- 
cide at the Ainsley apartment house on 
October 23d. 


A message 
was received 
in Jackson 


last Saturday by John Strohm, stating 
that John 
Holtz, 
an old and 
well 
known resident of Jackson, 
had com- 
mitted suicide by jumping in the bay 
ofSan Francisco. 
The S^ F. Chronicle 
ofOct. 28 contained the following,sup- 
posed to refer to Holtz, but which still 
leftthe matter involvedin uncertainty: 


As it was impossible 
to see all our 
friends personally, Itake this means of 
expressing inmy own behalf and inthe 
name of the other relatives, our grate- 
fulappreciation of the loving respect 
shown to the memory of my sister, 
Mrs. Tina L.Kane. R. G. Aitken.

dition to the adv&nt'gge pf dptuestfc 
labor, by placing the foreign 
manu- 


facturer 
under tribute of protective 


duties was erroneous. 
He was against 


the 
Dingley bill. Free trade was a 


good 
thing. 
It built up Portland; 


when that city was swept 
by fire 40 


years ago, a billadmitting building 
material free of duty was ' 


passed, 
and 
it sprang up from its ashes 
under its 


influence. 
Why would not free trade 


then be a good thing for the country 
at large? 
The tariff system 
was all 
wrong—it was simply lueqsed rpbbery. 
Itstruck at the very citadel of liberty. 
Under itour country had become in- 
stead of a government 
of the people, 


by the people and 
for the people, a 


government 
of corporations, 
for cor- 
poration and by corporations. 
In this 


strain the speaker continued until the 
end. - He abused 
Roosevelt, 
saying 


that 
this administration 
was 
more 
despotic than Russia. 
That freedom 
would be suppresspd .if Roosevelt had 
bis 
way. 
He praised, {^iirkpr as 
the 


man for tho emergency. 
Also Ca'ml-
